Cruggleton Bounce, whose picture and 
pedigree appear on succeeding pages, now 
has about 40 calves at SUNSET FARMS. 
His first bull calf, SUNSET BOUNCE, was 
Grand Champion at the Illinois State Fair 
last year, and paired with his half sister, 
won the Pair of Yearlings, and Best Male 
and Female of the entire show. At the 
Great International in Chicago, SUNSET 
BOUNCE was Reserve Champion, and his 
sister, SUNSET LADY ROSEWOOD 6th, 
won her class. These two, together, won 
first on Summer Yearlings, first on Best 
Male and Female of the entire show, and 
then, shown with two more of their half 
sisters, won the Get of Sire, which we feel 
is the highest honor to be awarded any 
breeder. Also, we then won the best pair 
of bulls. All in all, we won six blues and 
a purple on 7 cattle shown at the Inter- 
national, and 6 blues and a purple on four 
cattle shown at the Illinois State Fair.
